| Warrior and his affociates, who murdered the 
itwo families on Ohio in February. have been 
| attacked and fix kil'ed, by the Alabama pro- 
phets and affociates. If the chief,.and war- 
riors now alfembled at Tookabatche, fhould 
be unable to reftrain their fanaticifm and fe. 
rocity. they will be hoftile to the U. States.” 
This was given to James Cornels in writing, 
to carry with him to gen Wilkinfon, dnd 
your way, and to inform the half breeds and 
neighbors of affairs among us. 

The sth July I wasinformed Tookabatche 
was clofely befieged. The 6th I {ent 200 
Cuffetans armed to aid the chiefs, and a de” 
mand by them to the oppofition to explain 
their condug. The 18th I reiterated the de- 
mand dire by white people. The 27th I was 
informed the oppofition refufed to receive my 
demand, or any talks from col. Hawkins or 
the white people, they were done with 
him, and his talks.” It was alfo afcertained 
that the oppofition had coalefced with the pro- 
phets, but could not control them, Week y 
communication of thefe fats, were made 
to the fecretary of war, general Pinkney and 
the governor of Georgia, and but for the ftop- 
page of the mail would have been made weft- 
ward)y The runners having all come in the 
chiefs of the nation being with me, and hav- 
ing all the information likely foon to be ob 
tained, I gave the following opinion on the 
crifis before me to the governor of Georgia. 

“Creek Agency, 27th. July, 1813. 
4t Our runners have all comein- Itis re- 
duced to a certainty by the concurrent tefti 
mony of a number of refpeftable Indians that 
the civil war which has raged for fome time 
among the Creeks, originated with the Britith 
in Canada ; that as foon as the chiefs friendly 
to the plar of civilization are deftroyed; or 
put to flight with their adhérents, they will be 
ready for active hoftilities dgainft the frigndly 
Indians on Chattohoche, and the expofed parts 
of our frontier fettlements, and will attack 
them without delay. I requeft you to config. 
er this as * authentic information of a medit- 
ated, attack * More than 36 Indians have been 
killed on both fides fince the retreat from Took 
abatche. I have di ested thofe who are over 
powered to fly to Chattahochee, I fent yes 
terday for fome arms and ammunition for 
thedadiang at Tookabatchee. Their chiefs 
are with me, and will make a fland atsCawe- 
tau, to gather the warriors of the neighboring 
towns, and, to cooperate with our troops. 
Two or thyee hundred fhould be fent there 
without delay. ` I requeft the favor’ of yeu te 
communicate a copy of tits letter to the gor~ 
ernor of T'gnneflee.’

From this Qatement of facts, it is obvious 
the people in your quarter marched into the 
In iian county and commenced hoftiiities firit. 
180 of them attacked goo Indians under M’- 
Queen, the head of the. oppafition, on the 
27:h faly, Onthe 8th Au; ult you received 
information from my ietters to the poftmas- 
ters and capt, Wiikinfon, of the hoftile dispo- 
fitions of the Indians thai the citizens in the

SIR--A moit novel and extraordinary 
Proclamation from your excellency, “ order- 
ing and direéting fuch portion of the militia 
‘of the third brigade, in the third divifi n of 
the militia of Vermont, now doing duty in the 
ftate of New-York, both officers and mens 
forthwith to rsturn to the refpedtive places of 
their refidence,’”? has juk been communicated 
to the uaderfigned offi: ers of faid brigade. A 
meafure fo unexamp’éd requires we fhovuld 
ffate fò yout exceilency the reafons which in- 
duce us abfolutely and pofitively to refufe o- 
beJience to the order contained in your ex— 
cellency’s proclamation. With due ceier— 
ence to your excellency’s opinion, we humbly 
conceive, that when we arë ofdered inio the 
fervice of the U Stated, tt becomes our duty 
when required to march to the defence of any 
fection of the union. We are not of that 
ciafs who be:ieve rhat our duties as citizens 
or foldiersare circumfcribed withia the tar— 
row limits of the town or faie in which we 
refide; but that we are Under a paramount 
obligation to our common -ountry, to the 
great confederacy of {Lates. We further cone 
ceive that while we are in actaal fervice, and 
during the period for which we were orde:ed 
into fervice, your exceliency’s power Over U3, 
as governor of the ftate of Vermont, is fuf- : 
pended. 

If it is true as your excellency flates, that 
“ wé are out of the jurifvi@ion or controu! «f 
‘© the executive of Vermont,” we weuld afk 


| from whence your excellency derives the right, 


of prefumes to ezercife the, power, cf ordering 
usto return from the fervice in which we are 
ndw engaged ? If we were legally ordered in- 
to the fervice of the U. States, your excellen-. 
cy muft be fenfible that you have no authori- 
ty to order us our of tha: fervice. If we were 
illegally œ dered into the fervice, cur contin- 
uance på is either voluntary or com gu.fory. 
If volu anhy it gives no one aright to remon- 
Qřate or complain; if compuifcry we can 
appeal to the laws of ou: country for reureis 
againft thofe who illegally reftrained us of 
our liberty. In either cafe, we cannot pre~ 
ceive the right your exce'lency has to interfere 
in the bufinefs. Viewing the fubject in this 
light, we conceive it où: duty to declare un- 
equivocally to your exceilency, that we fhail 
not obey your exceilency’sorder for returning $ 
but fhall continue in the fervice of our coun- 
try until we are legally and honorabiy difchar- 
ged. An invitation or order to defert the 
ftandard of our country will never be obsy— 
ed by us, although it proceeds from the Go- 
vernor and Captain General of Vermont. 

Perhaps it is proper, that we ih uid centent 
ourfelves with merely giving yous exceliency 
the reafons which prevai ed upon us to difto- 
gard your proclamaiion ; but we are imprel« 
fed with the belief, that our Gury to curie- vesg 
to the foldiers under our-command, and to 
the public, require that we fhould expofe to 
the worldy the motives which produced, and 
the obejéts which were intended, to be ace 
complifhed by fach an extraordinary proclas 
maticn. We fhail take the liberty to ftate to 
your exceilency plainly, our fentiments on 
this furjea& 

We confider your proclamation as a gr-fs 
infuit to the officers and foldiers in fervice, in- 
asmuch as it implies that they are fo ignorané¢ 
of their rights ag ta’ believe yuu have au- 
thority to ¢éommand them in their prefent 
fituation, or fo abandoned as to follow your 
infidious advice. We cannot regard your 
proclamation im any other light than as an 
uowarrantable ftretch of execucive auihority 
issued front the worst of motives, to effect the has 
test of purposes It is in our opinion, a re~ 
newed inftance of that fpirit of DISORGA- 
NIZATION and ANARCHY which is

A feverith refentment ulvally feizes upon 
the pibic pulfe atter one of thefe dijappuint~ 
ments. —Eve. y one enquires who is to blame 
who 1s to bethe viim ? Do you take fies 
wth Wiikinfoa or with Hampton? We hall 
deliver our view of the fubje@ very fiankiy & 
in a few woids. 

For much of what has happened, neither of 
thele offizers is to incur any biame. The ele- 
ments were againit us. At the mf critical 
ftage of the campaign, our boats were difperf- 
ed, our powder & provifioas loft, But for the 
cafaalties, which were beyond the control of 
mei, dur troops from Grenadier Iland might 
have defcended toe river and taken Montrea! 
without much onpefition. The General fays, 
that on the 4ch of the month (Nov.) i's Gar- 
rif confitted toiely of 400 “marines and 200 
fattors.

vance ; and of this you muft be fatisfied, as 
for the lalt eight months we have been con- 
itantly at iea, with the excepsion of twenty- 
three days, and yet, fir, we have enjoyed oe 
traordinary health and fpitits $no fymptom 
of the feurvy having yot appeared in the thip, 
nor have we, at this moment, mcre than two 
on the fick litt ; and their difeafes are more 
owing to the infirmities of age than any other 
caule. Indeed, fir, when I compare my pre- 
fent fituation with what it was when I doub- 
ied Cape Horn, I cannot bui efteem myfelf 
fortunate in an extraordinary degree, There 
my ih:p was fhattered by tempeftuous wemh- 
er, and detlitute of every thing; my officers 
anu crew huif tlasved. naked, and worn on: 
with fatigue. Now, fir, my fhip is in prime 
order, abundantly fupplied with every thing 
neceilary for her, 1 havea noble {hip for a 
contort of 20 guns and weil manned, a ftore 
fhip of 20 guns well fupplied with the bet oi 
every thing ha we may want, and prizes 
which woud be worth in England two mill.

all. Excufe me, fir, for not making known 
my prefent intenticns, as this letter may not. 
reach you. It, however may be fatisfactory 
to you to know how I intend to difpofe of my 
prizes : Let it fufice to fay that I fhall endea.

Subjoined is a lif of deaths fince I left the 
U. States; and I beg yon will relieve the anx- 
iety of my family, and all our friends, by | 
communicating as much of this letter as you 
may think proper, i 

The times of my bet men have éxpired ; 
but their attachment to the fhip and their zeal 
for the fervice we are engaged on, prevent all 
complaints on that account. It is not proba- 
ble that you will hear of me for feveral montt 
to come, unlefs fome difafter happens ; but I 
beg leave to affure you, Sr, that I thall not be 
idle ; and I hope before my return to make 
the fervices of the Effex as important as thofe 
of any other fingle fhip. We may not be 
individually benefitted, but we thall do the 
euemy much injury, which will be a fufficient 
compenfation to us for all the hardfhips and!

“| WAsHINGTON City, Dec, I3, 1812, 
 T arrived here on Monday the 6th int.

“You no doubt, heard ofthe arrival of the 
Effex inthe Pacific Ocean. We have been crui- 
fing on the coaft of Peru, & have captured eight 
hips, whalemen, from which we fhali derive very 
little benefit ; but the injury to the enemy is great,

of the capture of the above veffels you will have 
in captain Porter’s communications to govern- 
ment. I command the Georgiana, a prize ihip 
of 16 guns,for 2 months, during which time I 
took the Rofe, HeGtor & Catherine, whale fips.
